But the generous care of the repub- 
lick to reward and preferve fe valuable 
a feryant, could not fecuré him from 
the bafe attempts of that enemy whedi 
his virtue had provoked. In 160%, 
after Venice had adjufted the difputes 
with Rome, bythe mediation of ‘onan 
the firft attack was made on the life 
Father Paul. He was befet near his 
convent, in the morning, by five affaf= 
fins, who ftabbed him in many places; 
and left him for dead. He recovered 
under the care of the celebrated 4 
pendente, appointed to attend him at 
the publick charge; to whom, as he 
was {peaking on the depth of the prin- 
cipal wound, his patient faid pleafant~ 
ly, that the world imputed it fyle Re- 
mane Curia. The crime is generally 
fuppcefed to have proceeded from the 
Jefuits; but the fecret authors of it 
were never clearly difcovered, ar 
the five ruffians were traced by the Ve~ 
netian ambaflader in Rome, where they 
are faid to have been well received at 
firft, but failing afterwards in their 
expected reward, to have perithed in 
mifery and want. The fenate of Ve- 
nice paid fuch attention to Father Paul, 
as exprefled the highett fenfe of his me- 
rit, and the molt affetionate folicitude 
for his fafety. They not only doubled 
his ftipend a fecond time, but intreated 
hinrto choofe a publick refidence for the 
greater fecurity of his perfon. The 
munificence and care of the republick 
was equalled by the modefty and forti- 
tude of their fervant. He chofe not to 
relinguifh his cell ; and, though warn- 
ed of various machinations againf his 
life, he continued to ferve his country 
with unabating zeal; difcovering, in

Politicks 
are now the roaf beef of the times, arid a 
difh equally fumptuous to the king 
and the cobler; poetry is plumb-pudding, 
and palatable only to the lovers of the 
Mufe. There are others that aét as 
vegetables, to complete the courfes 
while our mails from France and Spain 
ferve up nothing but Aick/aws and fri- 
cafees. 

The four winds (the initials of which 
make the word NEWS) are not fo ca- 
pricious, or fo liable to change, as our 
publick intelligencers: we have on 
Monday morning a whifper—on Tuel- 
day, a rumour—on Wednefday, a con 
je@ure—on Thurfday, a probable—on 
Friday, a poftive—and on Saturday, a 
premature. And thus are our hopes 
and expectations for five days regularly, 
and almoft mechanically increafed, till 
the fixth compliments us with a difap- 

intment. 

Its defects, however, bear. no com- 
parifon to its beauties, which are equally 
-celebrated in the court, as on thetailor’s 
Shop-board. It is a caricature, happily 
calculated to hit the ordinary and un- © 
bounded prejudices of fociety.

adverfity, muft be independent and 
happy; while, on the contrary, he is 


the moft nnfortunate of mortals, who 
fubmits to the controul of unbridled 
paflions, who is depreffed by every un- 
toward accident, or from a wounded 
fpirit, like Tantalus, fuffers hunger 
and thirft in the midft of abundance. 

' ‘There is only one difficulty which I 
would with to have removed by the 
fupporters of the propofition. I weuld 
afk them if they make a juft definition, 
if they give the exact portrait of a wife 
man ? for Ido not deny that the truely 
wife muft be happy, but I queftion whe- 
ther fuch charaéters as the ancient phi- 
lofophers have deferibed their wife men 
to be, ever exifted in nature, I rather 
believe they wére the creatures of their 
fertile imaginations.

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this world. When they are contemned, 
or dilmiffed from offices of dignity and 
emolument, they do not pity themfelves 
but the ftate, that fuffers fuch a heavy 
lofs; they fay that virtue is oppreffed, 
and no value is fet upon true merit; 
thus they fupport the reverfes of for- 
tune better than wife men, who are apt 
to lament their fall as the confequence 
of fome mifcondué. 

Philofophers give us fine precepts; 
they exhort us to patience, and a kind 
of infenfibility, by faying, that wifdom 
is a fhield that will ward off the blows 
of adverfity, and defend us from all 
feducing pleafures. But when they are 
required to. give us examples of thefe 
men who are thus armed at all points, 
{carce one in a thoufand can be found 
who an{wers to theirdefcription. Cicero 
and Seneca both wrote with great energy 
on that fortitude of foul which wifdom 
infpires, yet neither of them died fing- 
ing, like the fwan. Both fought after 
riches and honours, they turned their 
backs only when the world frowned 
upon them, and were ready to join 
again in the dance as foon as fortune 
played a tune in their favour. 

A Poffidonius may pretend that there 
is no fuch thing as pain, but his fighs 
and the contortions of his body will 
fhew, that he really feels it. An Arria, 
with a feigned tranquillity, may prefent 
the dagger to her bufband, with which 
the has ftabbed herfelf, and fay, Patus 
non dolet, ** Poetus it gives no pain,” 
but her expiring agonies will prove the 
contrary : we may as well pretend that 
vinegar is as ng: to. the tafte as 
Canary wine. But let us admit that » 
a few extraordinary perfons have by 
the help of philofophy attained to a 
degree of perfe&tion which made them. 
refemble gods rather than men}; how 
rare are thefe inftances- in compa- 
rifon of the catalogue of fools whom 
we daily fee enjoying every de 
of worldly felicity? Wife men fteer 
their veffel with precaution, dread- 
ing rocks and fhoals, but the fool 
fpreads his canvafs, and fearlefs of 
danger, either finks at once, or pufhes 
boldly into port. Fools are not the- 
butts of envy, on the contrary, com- 
paffion lends them a helping hand to 
raife them upon the fhoulders of other 
mien, and they arrive at honours and 
giches without obftacles. This is the 
reafon that mep of ‘great talents often 

. conceal 
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conceal them, under the mafque of im- 
becility, till they have gained their end: 
hiftory furnifhes two remarkable in- 
ftances of the fuccefs of this deceit in 
the Emperor Claudius, and Pope Six- 
tus V. Claudius faved his life in the 
reign of Caligula, who hated and per- 


fecuted even the appearance of wifdom 
and virtue, by having the charaéter of 
an ideot. Sixtus, by pretending that 
he was equally infirm in body and 


‘+ mind, obtained the tiara, and both the 


pope and the emperor turned out very 
wife men, A certain philofpher being 
alked which he would choole, wifdom 
or riches, faid he would prefer the for- 
mer, if he did not fee fo many learned 
men bowing and waiting in the anti- 
chambers of fools. 

Let us examine ecclefiaftical records, 
and fee how it fares with religious wif- 
dom.

barren places which require a certain 
additional warmth and temperature 
hatch them, it will account for their 
not appearing fo frequently in cold 
climates, except fuch cafual {warms of 
them as may have been wafted there by 
the winds. 

When they firft come out of the egg, 
they are black, of the fize of a nat, and 
gather in great heaps at the foot of 
thrubs, particularly the {partum or mat- 
weed, continually leaping upon each 
other, and occupying a fpace of three 
or four feet in circumference, two 
inches high. The firft time I beheld 
this fight it’ furprifed me exceedingly, 
to obferve this moving body, like a . 
mourning fcarf, waving about, as at 
this period they only live upon dew, 
and are frifking about to catch it. For 
afew days they move at a very little 
diftance, their limbs being weak, their 
wings very fmall, and their teeth not 
fufficiently ftrong to bite the grafs. In 
about twenty days, they begin to feed 
on the youngeft thoots of plants, and 
as they grow up, they leave the fo- 
ciety of each other, and range farther 
off, confuming day and night every 
thing they fix upen, till their wings 
have acquired a full degree of ftrength ; 
in the mean time, they feem to deyour, 
not fo much from a ravenous appetite, 
as from a rage of deftroying every thing 
that comes in theirway. [It is not fur- 
prifing that they fhould be fond of the 
moft juicy plants and fruits, fuch as 
melons, and all manner of garden fruits 
and herbs, feeding alfo upon aromatick 
plants, fuch as lavendar, thyme, rofe- 



























, Mary, &c. which are fo common in 
Spain, that they ferve to heat ovens; 


but it is yery fingular, that they equally 
éat muftard feed, onions, and garlick ; 
nay, even. hemlock, and the mo 
rank, and poifonous plants, fuch as the 
thorn apple, and deadly nighthhade, 
will even prey upon crowfoot, 
whole caufticity burns the very hides of 
beats ; and fuch is their univerfal tafte, 
that they do not prefer innocent mal- 
low to the eo or rue to worm- 
‘wood, confuming all alike, without 
predeliétion or favour, with this re- 
markable circumftance, that during the 
four years they committed fuch havock 
in Eftremadura, the love-apple, or /y- 
coperficon folanum of Linnaeus, was the 
only plant that efcaped their rapacious 
tooth, and claimed a reifpeét to its 

Aaa root, 
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root, leaves, flowers, and fruits. Na- 
turalifts may fearch for their motives, 
which I am at a lofs to difcover, the 
more as I {aw millions of them light on 
a field near Almaden, and devour the 
woollen and linen garments of the pea- 
fants, which were lying to dry on the 
ground. The curate of the village, a 
man of veracity, at whofe houfe I was, 
afflured me, that a tremenduous body of 
them entered the church, and devoured 
the filk garments that adorned the 
images of faints, not fparing even 
the varnifh on the altars. The better 
to difcover the nature of fuch a pheno- 
menon, I examined the ftomach of the 
locuft, but only found one thin and 
foft membrane, with which, and the 
liquor it contains, it deftroys and dif- 
folves all kinds of fubftances equally, 
with the moft caultick and venomous 
plants, extraéting from them a fufh- 
cient and falutary nourifhment. 

Out of curiofity, to know the nature 
of fo formidable a creature, I was urg- 
ed to examine all its parts with the ut- 
mott exactnefs: its head is of the fize 
ofa pea, though longer, its forehead 

ointing downwards, like a handfome 
Andalufian horfe ; its mouth large and 
open; itseyes black and rolling, added 
to a timid afpeét, not unlike a hare, 
With fuch a daftard countenance, who 
would imagine this creature to be the 
feourge of mankind! In its two jaws it 
has Bas incifive teeth, whofe ftharp 
points traverfe each other like {ciffars, 
their mechanifm being fuch as to gripe 
ortocut. Thus armed, what can re- 
fit a legion of fuch enemies ? After de- 
vouring the vegetable kingdom, were 
they, in proportion to their ftrength 
and numbers, to become carniverous 
like wafps, they would be able to de- 
ftroy whole flocks of theep, even the 
dogs and fhepherds ; juft as we are told 
of ants in America, that will overcome 
the fierceft ferpents. 

The locuft fpends the months of 
April, May, and June, in the place of 
its birth; atthe end of June, its wings 
have a fine rofe colour, and its body is 
firong. Being then in their prime, 
they affemble tor the laft time, and 
burn with a defire to propogate their fpe- 
cies ; this is obferved by their motions, 
which are unequal in the two fexes. 
‘The male is reftlefs and follicitous, the 
female is coy, and eager after food, fly- 
ing the approaches of the male, fo that 
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the morning is {pent in the coy

Sir George Yonge moved, that the tax up-

General’ Conway rofe to introduce his mo- 
tion for a bill co effe& a reconciliation be- 
tween Great Britainand her colonies, Peace, 
he faid, was at prefent a defirable obje€& to 
every man ; nor was it lefs neceffiry than 
defirabie.

in rebellion. On that ill-fated night, the 
foundation of this country’s ruin had been 
laid; and the Lerds concurring in the ill- 
emented refolution, had arraigned and con- 
demned, unheard, three m'tlions of their 
tellow fubje&s, The wifdom of this coun- 
try at that hour was faft afleep ; while the 
religion of the country fanétified an act that 
it Ought to have anathcmatifed. The bifhops 
abetted the ceed; and however they might 
be deemed neceflary or ufeful to the king- 
dom as minifters of the Gofpel, yet as poli- 
ticians they had then proved themfelves a 
rotten part of the conftitution, 

The people of America, he wasconvinced, 
had never thought of independence in the be- 
ginning of the conteft; they were driven to 
it by haughty treatment and arbitrary mea- 
fores, His affertion was grounded on their 
petitions, and particularly on rhat one, which 
was prefented in September 1774 to his ma- 
jefty. There they had indeed infifted on the 
exclufive right to tax themfelves; but that 
point fettled, they left the redrefs of their 
grievances totally and unconditionally to the 
magnanimity of his majefty, and the wifdom 
ef his parliament, That there might have 
been fome few menin the country, as there 
were here feme Jacobites and republicans, he 
would not difpute; but he would contend 
that the bulk of the prop'e-had never con- 
ccived the idea of independence, till our mea- 
fures had pointed out to them the neceffity of 
adopting it. - :

The gallows was fixed near the King’s 
Bench walls, on the fide of the fields near 
the maia roads After being tied up, the 
Rev. Mr. Dyer attended them for fone 
length of time. Prayers being over, they 
teok an affectionate leave of him, and at 
minutes peft ten they were Jawnched inte 
eternity, amidft an innumerable number of 
{pe&tatots, 5 

The moft material occurrences attending 
the execution was the pesitent behaviour of 
the criminals, particularly in Johnfon and 
Dorman, who met their fatcs with uncome . 
mon compolure and refignation, They were 
about 25 ycars of age cach, and men of 
chara@ter before they were engaged in the 
unhappy tumultuous meetings for which they 
fuffered, They defired the fpedtators to join 
in prayer with them, and take warning by 
their miferable end; faid they died in cha- 
rity with all the world, and freely forgave 
their profecutors, Dorman faid, “ God for 
give my relation, as J hope he wil) forgive 
me, 1 do not with the world to caft any ree 
fiexions on him for the part he has taken in 
the profecution, which bropght me to this. 
unhappy end.” ' 

Lovell prayed with fervency; he had been 
a notorious offender, and was conviied upom 
two indi€tments ; he went under the appel- 
lation of a Gypfey, about 26 years of age, of 
an uncommon morole temper, and had coha- 
bited with Elifabeeh Collins, who wae about 
17 years of age, very penitent, but in the 
greateft diftrels of mind, fearful of eternity, 
though frequently comforted by Mr. Dyer, 
who attended them, After the hanoker- 
chief was tied ever her face, the begged of the 
executioner to take it off, and let her look 
once round, which could got be granted ;. 
but when fhe was turned off, the pwiled it 
up herfelf, and exhibited her face diflorted in 
the agonies of death; which being immedi- 
ately perceived by a fheriff’s officer on horfe- 
back, he pulled it over her face again.

I Beg you will communicate to the lords 
commifhioners of the Admiralty the following 
particulars, which I. have the pleafure of 
tranfmitting to you from this port, where 
contrary winds have obliged me to put in. 

On Thurfday the roth inft, at half pat 
fourin the afternoon, ftanding in under 
Uthant, in queft of the fleet, the wind at 
that time about E. N. BE. we difcovered 
through the haze a fquare-rigged veffel und 
cutter under our lec, lying-to, with their 
heads to the northward, diftant from us abeut 
four miles; whereupon we .made fail, beat 
to quarters, and edged towards them, whieh 
the fhip perceiving, wore, hauled to the 
wind, backed her mig¢tn top-fail, and wait-
